maintenance of peace mu st

pend on a military alliance among

advance of 9 cents an hou r awarded b y President Roosevelt to the 
locomotive engineers and trainmen has shown, as did the wage ad­ 
vances given the coal miners, that the government is not adhering to 
ita wage stab ilization formu la for ‘holding the line’ against inflation 
And the long series of developments in the railway wage dispu tes 
shou ld have destroy ed the widely accepted my th that the Railway 
Lab or Act is a sovereign means of peacefu lly settling lab or dispu tes. 
“The Railway Lab or Act b roke down in 1941 when the u nions 
rejected wage advances recommended b y a b oard appointed b y Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt; and a nation-wide railway strike wou ld have oc­ 
cu rred on the very day that the Japanese attacked Pearl Harb or it 
the President had not intervened, and, in disregard of the Railway 
Lab or Act. cau sed a larger advance in wages than his Board had 
recommended 
“The b reakdown of the Railway Lab or Act in 1943 was even more 
complete. The government last spring appointed two b oards—one 
to pass on the demands of the non-operating u nions; the other to 
pass on those of the operating u nions. The railway s merely opposed 
any wage advances that wou ld exceed the limits fixed b y the Stab il­ 
ization Act to ‘hold the line' against inflation. The b oards recommend­ 
ed increases of 8 cents an hou r for the non-operating employ ees and 
of 4 cents an hou r for the operating employ ees. 
What has occu rred 
since has b een, considering that we have b een at war, one of the 
most disgracefu l episodes in the nation's history —an episode in which 
the railway s have had almost no part, excepting to stand b y and 
see the government and lab or u nions carry on a stru ggle threatening 
their wartime efficiency and involving the fu tu re of their properties. 
“The railroads accepted the recommendations of the two govern­ 
ment b oards first appointed. 
They later b owed to the decisions of 
Economic Stab ilizer Vinson and a third government b oard that the 
increases to the non-operating employ ees shou ld b e. not 8 cents, b u t 
4 to 10 cents an hou r. 
After the operating u nions rejected 4 cents 
an hou r and the non-operating u nions 4 to 10 cents, and ordered a 
strike on Decemb er 30, the railroads and two of the five operating 
u nions accepted President Roosevelt’s proposal that he b e allowed to 
arb itrate every thing in dispu te, inclu ding pay for overtime after 40 
hou rs which had not b een involved in the original dispu tes. 
It was 
u nderstood that the fifteen non-operating u nions also accepted his 


railroads and there was no strike. 
“The President settled with the two operating u nions that ac- 
j cepted his ‘arb itration’ b y awarding them, as already stated, 9 cents 
j an hou r—5 cents an hou r for so-called ‘overtime’ in addition to the 
i 4 cents that had b een recommended b y a government b oard as the 
most they cou ld b e given withou t violating the Stab ilization Act. 
Then it developed that the leaders of the three operating u nions that 
had refu sed his arb itration had merely ‘postponed’ their strike, ap­ 
parently for the du ration of government control, and that the fifteen 
non-operating u nions refu sed to let the President aritrate as a single 
issu e whether they shou ld get advances of 4 to 10 cents an hou r and, 
in addition, overtime after 40 hou rs. 
And so when this paper went 
to press nothing had b een accomplished after months of mu ddling 
excepting (1) postponement of a strike b y government seizu re of the 
railroads and (2) the awarding to the locomotive engineers and train­ 
men of a wage advance more than twice as large as a government 
b oard had held they cou ld b e given withou t violating the govern­ 
ment's ‘hold the line' anti-inflation formu la. 
"The army , to which the railroads were tu rned over, does not 
wish to retain control of them a day longer than the danger of a 
strike continu es. 
The pu b lic, and especially the shipping pu b lic, de­ 
sires the earliest practicab le resu mption of private operation. 
Is it 
possib le, then, that the railway lab or u nions, or even only a small 
part of them, b y holding over the cou ntry the threat of a strike, can 
cau se continu ance of government control indefinitely ? 
And, if so, 
cannot other lab or u nions b y the same means drive other large in­ 
du stries into the hands of the government and keep them there0

a cold that has turned into a reflex 
habitual cough, conv alescence 
from a surgical op« ration, a bout 
of dyspepsia, flatulence—-anything 
that upsets the nerv ous centers 
and leav es them quiv ering and ex­ 
posed to the gusts and eddies of 
the harsh and cruel world. 
Then business worries, some­ 
one’s death, a set of idea-* that 
enter the sk ull and lope around 
and around, ev en after the light is 
turned off, the cov ers are pulled 
up, the v entilation is arranged, 
and the body is relaxed and ready 
for slumber. 
Here insomnia is a symptom. 
How to treat these spore lie, oc. a- 
sional instances, is son.dim s an 
easy and sometimes a difficult 
problem. 
The Barbiturates 
In this (lav and age it is lik ely 
that this form of i: « on.' a will be 
treated by drugs and the drugs 
will be one of the barbiturates. 
The difficulties with all drugs as 
hypnotics is first, tha* there is a 
distinct hazard, no matter what 
dosage is used, second, the danger 
of habituation, and, third, the 
chance that they do not always 
work a* expected. And fourth, of 
course, they only imitate a normal 
sleep— and the sense of re r< h- 
ment is not pro ent ;n the morning. 
The 
medical 
profession 
had 
some hypnotic drugs before the 
barbiturates were discov ered. 
There was paraldehyde, which had 
a wide range of safety in d .-age 
and seldom caused habituation. 


The objections 
to it were the ter­ 
rible taste and odor 
and they also 
militated against its regular use. 
Then there was chloral hy drate 
—the k nock out drops used to 
shanghai sailors. It 
is still a good 
hypnotic, but may 
be poisonous in 
ev en small doses, and has a dis­ 
tinct tendency to habit formation. 
Another old timer is trianol, 
which still work s dependably. 
New Treatment of Insomnia 
But when the barbiturates were 
introduced in 19 03, first in the 
form of v eronal, a new era in the 
drug treatment of insomnia came 
in. It was nev er really respectable 
to use chloral or trianol or paral­ 
dehyde—it was a secret vice. 
But nowadays 
people almost 
boast about 
their use of the bar­ 
biturates—they 
have a bottle of 
v eronal, or medinal, or seconal, or 
amytal, or luminal, or ipral, or ne- 
onal in the 
bathroom medicine 
chest and hit it almost 
at will. Of 
course, wise legislation 
in many 
states prev ents the distribution of 
these products ex cept on a doctor’s 
prescription, 
but the insomniacs 
get some just the same. 
The enormous 
increase in the 
v ariety of these preparations par­ 
allels their popular use which has 
been most ev ident within the last 
25 years. On the 
whole they de­ 
serv e the popularity. They work , 
the lethal range 
is very wide, and 
the real danger of habituation to 
anyone with 
a healthy nervous 
system is shght. So 
is the danger 
of poisoning. 
I have known peo­ 
ple to swallow a hundred 
grains 
of v eror.al w:th suicidal intent, and 
wak e up to be reconciled with a 
stormy world. 
They do not work 
very well in 
old people, and are 
apt to cause 
excitement rather than sleep. 
But there are better, or as good, 
ways of inducing « deep as by drugs, 
a subject we will take up tomor­ 
row.

Maybe You're Wrong, Too 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—(/P)— 
Maybe you'v e 
heard 
somebody 
say: 
“I’m glad I won’t hav e to file 
an income tax return this year. 
That's all tak en care of now by 
the employer.” 
O r— 
“I paid half my 19 42 tax last 
March and June 
and then they 
forgav e all but one-fourth 
of it, 
so I'v e got some credit coming.” 
Both are wrong. 
These seem to be two of 
the 
most widespread misunderstand­ 
ings about the federal income tax 
law. 
Other tax pay ers who may .be 
in for a jolt are those who say , 
“ I won’t owe much if any thing 


in M arch” or “the gov ernm ent’s 
going to owe ME money.” 
With the exception of men and 
women ov erseas or at sea, ev ery­ 
body who had money tak en out 
of his pay in 19 43 for federal in­ 
come and v ictory taxes, or 
who 
owed a tax on 19 42 income, 
or 
who made 
as much as $500 
if 
single, 
or $624 if 
married, 
in 
19 43, needs to file 
a final 19 43 
return by March 15—if only to 
apply for 
a refund.
